Clerks and curriers employed in 
the two second class post offices in 
Adams county—Gettysburg and Lit­ 
tlestown—are secure in their jobs 
and civil service standing, 
it was 
learned today, when tile post, office 
apartment announced 
that while 
receipts in the two towns .slumped 
lightly last year, the drop was not 
i title lent to warrant their reclassi­ 
fication. 
Revenue of the Gettysburg office 
in 1932 amounted to $38,310, com- j 
pared with $39,715 the year before, 
while in Littlestown the drop was 
from $16,901 in 1931 to $9,760 last 
ear. Ordinarily receipts must bt* 
•rpt above $8,000 in offices of this 
grade but this year the minimum is 
$9,200. owing to a change in the 
method of rating the grades.

J C. Cole, of Lemoyne, district 
manager of the company operating 
the Gettysburg water company, will 
submit a new' schedule of water 
rates for Gettysburg, he announc­ 
ed at a meeting of w'ater company 
representatives and a joint com­ 
mittee of council and the Chamber 
of Commerce at the fire engine 
house, Friday evening. 
Just what the new' rates will mean 
in the way of savings 
for local 
water consumers is conjectural, but 
it was indicated that while small 
consumers may benefit, those who 
use larger quantities of water may 
pay more. 
Asked if the new rates w’ould 
mean a reduction of 20 per cent 
in water rates, Mr. Cole said they 
would not. 
Says Rate Is $16 
Mr. Cole, in denying that Get­ 
tysburg’s rates for flat service are 
higher than those of neighboring 
towms and cities, said the average 
fiat rate for the 816 consumers 
here is $16 a year. 
Besides the flat rate consumers, 
the local company has 497 water 
users who have 
meters in their 
homes and pay only for the amount 
of w'ater used. 
Mr. Cole presented figures show­ 
ing that of the 497 homes w'hich pay 
for water on a meter basis. 156 of 
them use less than the 5,000 gallons 
a quarter minimum.

tory of forest fire control in Penn­ 
sylvania, George H. Wirt, chief for­ 
est fire warden, said today. 
Ordinarily April, 
with its high 
winds, dry days and inflammable 
forests, is a month th at gives little 
lest to the forest fire fighting or­ 
ganization of the state. This year, 
however, the heavy rains of the past 
month did much to allay the fire 
risk. 
The 60 foresters, 80 rangers and 
4,000 fire wardens of the depart­ 
m ent had only 452 woods blazes to 
suppress, 
as compared 
with 1,638 
conflagrations last year and 2,084 
in April, 1931.

terpret—to interpret the Gospel into 
the actual and 
most intelligible 
terms of present-day life. 
Surely, 
men should never be permitted to 
go away from a Christian sermon 
saying, “That thing didn’t get me; 
it didn’t stir me; it didn’t find me 
where I am most a t home; what is 
it all about anyway?” 
And by the 
same token, men should not be per­ 
mitted to say of a sermon “That 
was beautiful, erudite, a master ef­ 
fort; but it was above me, and, re­ 
ligiously speaking, it has left me 
cold.” 
Simplicity Urged 
For while there is undoubtedly a 
place in preaching for aestheticism 
and erudition and rhetorical tech­ 
nique, these are things are purely 
incidental elements, and a sermon 
is a dead failure—with emphasis on 
the ‘ dead”—if it is not suited to the 
immediate needs and capacities of 
its hearers. Hungry men do not ask 
for orchids. Morally and spiritually 
bewildered men do not ask for 
words of worldly wisdom. 
Dying 
men do not ask for oratory. 
Our 
sermons need not be beautiful, eru­ 
dite and masterful; it is essential 
merely that they be faithful-—faith­ 
ful to Him Whose Gospel they are 
intended to voice, faithful to those 
whose needs they are supposed to 
meet, faithful in th a t they express 
the whole truth of the Gospel, with 
no reservation, and give a complete 
message, with the implications and 
meanings of that message so clear 
that even the humblest hearer can 
grasp them. 
I remember hearing many years 
ago a smile-provoking song which, 
I believe, was composed for the spe­ 
cial benefit of preachers of “high- 
faluting” tendencies. 
It voiced an 
appeal for simplicity, directness and 
a sensible accommodation of the 
sermon to the understanding and 
capacity of the audience. 
I have 
forgotten most of it. but I recall the 
refrain in which the emphasis was 
placed on the words, “Put the cook­ 
ies on the lower shelf.” 
I would 
visiting 
at 
the pass this admonition on to you, my 
Tate 
and Amos dear your brethren. “Put the cook­ 
ies on the lower shelf.” 
Take the 
good things, the precious, redemp­ 
tive truths of which the Sacred 
Scripture are a veritable mine, and 
present them in such form and on 
such a level that all your people can 
readily 
appropriate 
them. 
Seek 
prayerfully to preserve a vital nexus 
between 
your 
m inistrations 
and 
those to whom you minister, re­ 
membering at all times that the 
elemental 
imperatives of religion 
can find a response in even very 
limited minds and hearts. This is 
an indispensable qualification of a 
true interpreter of Christ. 
Keep in Step With Christ 
I stress this thought and the ne­ 
cessity because there has probably 
never been a time when preachers 
have been more tempted than in 
the present day to load their ser­ 
mons with extraneous and sup­ 
posedly scholarly material that lies 
beyond the grasp of many of their 
hearers- material th a t usually de­ 
tracts from rather than adds to tile 
moral and spiritual effectiveness of 
the message. It is, indeed, well for 
the modern preacher to be convers­ 
ant with the writings of an Edding­ 
ton, a Whitehead, a Milliken, a 
Dewey, a Thompson, and with a 
score or more of others who are in­ 
fluencing modern thought. 
It is 
well for the modern preacher to 
know something about the findings 
and assumptions of present-day sci­ 
entific 
research, 
philosophy 
and 


ages, and when the times move in 
the wrong direction, asks of us that 
we sound the note of repentance and 
faith, and call men back from the 
fear and folly and futility of their 
course to the abundant life which 
He offers to them? 
Ah, there can 
be no question as to either the con­ 
tent or the quality of the message j 
which w’e must proclaim as the in­ 
terpreters of Christ. 
No Compromise in Christ 
In Christ there is no compromise, I 
for He qualitatively transcends all 
worldly conceptions and categories 
and evaluations; and the world can 
know Him only through a spiritual­ 
ly-directed ministry which scrupu­ 
lously honors the integrity and all- j 
sufficiency of His message. 
And this means that there a r e 1 
certain things which the interprter 
of Christ will studiously and con- , 
sistently rule out of his ministry. I 
He will first of all, rule himself out, 
except in so far as his personality j 
may be the instrument and prism 
through which Christ’s light may 
shine on those to whom he min- I 
isters. He will rule out all that “so­ 
phisticated superiority” which none ; 
other than the estimable Dr. Fos- 
dick himself admits is the “inglori­ 
ous anti-climax of every liberal 
preacher and every liberal church.” I 
He will rule out the guesses and 
tentative 
assumptions 
of 
human 
philasophy. 
He will rule out the j 
dogmatic intolerance and sterility 
of an overly-ngid fundamentalism. 
He will rule out all appeals to an J 
impersonal and unemotional science I 
for verification of religious truth, i 
realizing 
that religious questions j 
must bt* settled in the field of re­ 
ligion, and that spiritual things are 
spiritually discerned; he will rule i 
out everything that is not vitally re­ 
lated to and definitely centered in 
C hrists Person. Christs Message 
and C hrists Ministry. 
In other 
words, he will in the fulfillment of 
the interpreters function, act in 
harmony with an admirable prin- i 
ciple which Dr Henry Nelson Wie- 
man lays down in his “Methods of 
Private Religious Living.” Wieman 
says: “The only kind of knowledge 
worth having is the knowledge that 
can be used in solving the impor­ 
tant problems of life. 
All other j 
knowledge is excess baggage. 
It is j 
surplus weight. The man who tries 
to absorb all the miscellaneous and 
indiscriminate Interests which mod- ; 
em life thrusts upon him is sure to 
become intellectually and spiritually 
obese 
He needs to get his knowl­ 
edge down to fighting weight, which 
means knowledge usable in vital 
problem solving. The rest is fat.” 
The 
ministry 
of interpretation j 
will find its inspiration and direc- I 
tion primarily, if not exclusively, in 
what 
we 
may designate as the 
Three C’s -Communion with Christ, j 
Commission from Christ, Conquest 
for Christ. 
The ministry of inter- * 
pretation will be as light—shining, 
as leaven-expanding, as salt-dis­ 
solving, as witness-testifying. 
And 
at its center there will always be 
the cross of the Cross of Divine Re­ 
demption without which, as Henry 
Van Dyke said, "Christianity is a 
beautiful lantern unlit, a poem with 
the central word omitted ” 
The 
Interpreter of Christ will always 
have one greut central, sublime, 
perennially-thrilling thing to tell 
and explain to men, and that is 
that "God so loved the w’orld that j 
He gave His only begotten Son, thut I

Halted Thursday night by„ state

surrendering, he and his wife, Katie, 
stocked their sedan w ith food, extra 
clothing, a stove and blankets, lock­ 
ed 
themselves 
in 
after chaining 
down the hood, and dared police to 
“come and get us.” 
The police attached a towline to 
the car, dragged it to a Jackson 
street garage and chained it to a 
post. 
Mrs. Moross’ cries for help 
attracted a large crowd. 
After a tw elve-hour wait, during 
which the Morosses m ade them ­ 
selves as com fortable as possible 
and threatened to “hold out for­ 
ever,” the police obtained a w ar­ 
rant, and five officers sm ashed the 
windows of th e car. and, dodging a 
barrage of broken glass, auto tools 
and canned goods hurled by Mrs. 


Moross. forced them from the “fo rt­ 
ress.” 
Mr. Moross, 58, went quietly 
to jail, but Mrs. Moross, 56, was c a r­ 
ried scream ing to a cell.

of the attention being due to a feud 
between th e pair and residents of

Tried A* Slayer 


Washington, May 13 (AP)—If you 
are a farmer here is the way the ad­ 
ministration’s price lifting and m ort­ 
gage relief bill proposes to help you: 
It collects all federal-owned cot­ 
ton into one pool, to be sold to plant­ 
ers on credit provided they reduce 
acreage. Later It will be sold by the 
government, with profits going to the 
farmer. 
Secretary’ Wallace is authorized to; 
Proclaim a processing tax on the 
seven basic commodities, wheat, cot­ 
ton, corn, rice tobacco, hogs and 
dairy products, sufficient to increase 
their price to 1909-1914 levels for all 
but tobacco, for which the level 
would be the average 1919-29 price; 
and approve marketing agreements 
with those who buy from the farm- I 
ers, to permit them to pay the farm - j 
er more. 
Receipts from the taxes would be j 
paid back to the farmers in direct 
benefits or through leasing land to j 
get it out of production, if they re- I 
duce their production. The payment 
wilt be in accordance to the decrease j 
in output. 
To promote foreign markets for 
American farm products, and pay J 
I the benefits until tax receipts are 
sufficient, the bill appropriates $100,- j 
! 000,000 from the treasury, to be re- 
I paid the government from the tax 
J collected. 
Should the farmer have a m ort­ 
gage on which he now pays the aver- j 
j ’ive of 6 per cent interest, the fed- 
I i ral land banks would refinance it 
at a maximum of 4T per cent if he 
borrows through a farm loan asso­ 
ciation. If he has already borrowed 
from the land banks, he would not 
have to pay the I per cent annual 
amortization payment. 
Should he 
wish to borrow indirectly, the inter­ 
est rate would be one-half of one 
per cent more. 
To finance this, the government 
proposes to issue two billions in land 
bank bonds bearing four per cent in­ 
terest which the government would 
guarantee. 
To aid those who have borrowed 
from the joint stock land banks, the 
government will supply $100,000,000 
from the reconstruction corporation 
to the joint stock banks so they can 
reduce their interest to 5 per cent, 
with the stipulation they can not 
foreclose for two years. 
For the assistance of those who 
wish to refinance their other debts, 
the bill provides $200,000,000 for 
loans from the reconstruction cor­ 
poration so that farm debtors could 
make composition of their debts 
with creditors under the machinery 
of the bankruptcy law.
